City mayciose 
2 fire stations, 
build another

If Romulus Public Safety offi¬ 
cials have their way, residents 
will soon have a new fire station 
to serve the growing needs of the 
city. 

In a public study session that 
took place before the regular city 
council meeting July 14, Public 
Safety Director Charles Kirby 
and Fire Chief David Allison pre¬ 
sented a proposal for a new 
North Site Central Headquarters 
Fire Station to be located on 
Ecorse Road. The construction 
could begin as early as 2004 

Currently, the City of Romulus 
has four fire stations. Station 
One, the newest of all four sta¬ 
tions is located at 37230 
Northline Road and has no 
major structural problems, 
according to Redstone 
Architects, the firm that pre¬ 
pared the Fire Department 
Strategic Plan Report 

The architects recommended 
the city close Station T\vo, locat¬ 
ed at 7221 Middlebelt Road, they 
said, “because it is old and has 
not conformed to building code, 
particularly for use by the pub¬ 
lic.” 

Fire Station Three, located at 
6900 Wayne Road should also be 
closed because it lacks the 
amenities necessary to operate 
as a fully staffed 24-hour facility. 
The station has no kitchen or 
sleeping quarters for the fire 


fighters. 

And, Fire Station Four, locat¬ 
ed at 28777 Eureka Road, is 
assessed as being adequately 
maintained. The exterior brick 
wall is in good condition and 
there are no major structural 
problems visible, according to 
the report from Redstone 

The new station proposed 
would be a central one that 
would serve the north half of the 
city. Stations two and three are 
now servicing this area 

According to Redstone, the 
station would also serve as an 
administrative headquarters and 
training center 

The assessment team deter¬ 
mined that the projected cost for 
this new facility is $4,881,120. 
The project cost includes soft 
costs and furniture, fixtures and 
equipment but doesn’t include 
land costs or the cost of off-site 
infrastructure improvements. 

If the city sells the two old sta¬ 
tions it would help them with the 
purchase the new one. According 
to the assessment team, a 3-acre 
parcel would be required to 
house the new facility. However, 
no land has been identified or 
acquired at this time. 

Member of the Romulus City 
Council said, they were very 
pleased with the prepared plan. 

Council members said they 
felt the station should remain 
open to serve as a polling station 
for area voters. 


Historical Society members take a trip back in time at party

The Romulus Historical 
Society provided area residents 
with a chance to retrace their 
ancestor’s footsteps when they 
hosted the fifth annual Romulus 
Historical Party in the Park. 

The party of the past took 
place in conjunction with the re¬ 
opening of the newly restored 
Kingsley House last Thursday. 

The Kingsley House was orig¬ 
inally constructed in 1855 and 
was located in downtown 
Romulus at Pullen’s Corners, 
once the center of business in 
the Romulus community. The 
area is now called Five-Points. 

The home was moved to the 


new location directly across the 
street from the Romulus 
Historical Museum on Hunt 
Street in 1995. 

Restoration of the damage 
done by time, weather and van¬ 
dals has been ongoing, according 
to Historic Museum Director 
Pearl Varner, and the transfor¬ 
mation is now obvious to all visi¬ 
tors. 

From the squeak of the tat¬ 
tered wooden floorboards, to the 
18th Century artifacts, the home 
offers visitors a peace and ease 
of simpler times. 

The Kingsley House also has 
some surprises, according to 
Varner. Three trap doors are 
strategically located throughout

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said. 

“Longevity has a lot to do with 
it, too,” he said. “How they 
(coaches) work with the kids is 
what really matters.” 

Later, in the summer, two of 
the nominees are selected by 
vote for the honor of serving as 
head coaches and are assigned 
assistant coaches, according to 
Rueger. Although Carter wasn’t 
chosen as the head coach on the 
initial ballot, he was the obvious 
choice when the coach selected 
was forced to decline the honor 
due to his health. 

“He (Carter) is very organized 
and communicates well with his 
staff,” Rueger said.

“It was a chance for me to try 
something new,” he said. 

After 11 years in Dearborn he 
returned to Wayne where he 
plans to finish out his career, but 
not as head coach.

Wayne coach will lead state all-star game

This year Floyd Carter of 
Wayne retired from coaching 
high school football, and added 
one more feather to his bristling 
cap of accomplishments. 

Carter, from Wayne Memorial 
High School, was named the 
head coach of the east this year 
for the Michigan High School 
Football All-Star Game, an east 
vs. west game. 

For the All-Star game, Carter 
will have a chance to coach some 
of the best high school football 
players in the state. 

The players are seniors who 
graduated from high school this 
year and will be moving on to col¬ 
lege in the fall. 

“Many of theses kids are going 
to play at colleges like Michigan, 
Purdue, Ohio State and Notre 
Dame,” said Carter “Many could 
go on to play pro, too.” 

In April, the board of directors 
of the Michigan High School 
Football Coaches Association 
(MHSFCA) nominated four 
coaches for the two head coach¬ 
ing positions for the All-Star 
game, according to Larry Rueger, 
the chairman of the All-Star 


game. 

The board members don’t nec¬ 
essarily look at the win-loss 
columns to nominate coaches, he 


He recently stepped down 
from the head-coaching job to 
take on an assistant role at 
Churchill. However, he doesn’t 
feel that it will be a difficult tran¬ 
sition. 

“If I look at it as a situation of 
not being in charge, then it will 
be tough to handle,” he said. “If I 
look at it from a coaching point of 
view and coaching kids - that’s 
what it’s all about” 

He said he plans to retire in 
three years when his wife, Nancy, 
an English teacher at Livonia 
FYanklin, is able to retire. 

Besides football, Carter has 
also coached track for 25 years 
and ninth grade basketball for 
nine years. 

Ib help celebrate his long and 
successful career, the MHSFCA 
inducted Carter into the 
Michigan Football Coaches Hall 
Fame in 1998. According to the 
Hall of Fame guidelines, Carter 
fulfilled the minimum of 20 years 
coaching and recorded more 
than 100 victories at high school 
level. 

Carter said he’s looking for¬ 
ward to the All-Star game, 
despite some difficult decisions 
made regarding choosing the 
players for his team. 

Any high school coach who is 
a member of MHSFCA can nomi¬ 
nate a player from his team to go 
to the All-Star game, according to

Rueger. This resulted in more 
than 200 applicants for Carter 
and his coaches to consider. 

“We looked at a lot of film and 
talked to a lot of coaches and 
recruiters,” said Carter. “We 
then narrowed it down to 80 play¬ 
ers and further to 44. It was a 
very tough decision.” 

The chosen players and 
coaches then started three-a-day 
practices July 19 at Michigan 
State University where the game 
will be played, Carter said. 
Players also had to earn money 
by selling ads for the game pro¬ 
gram to help pay their way. 
Players had to earn about $800 to 
help pay for their week of room 
and board at MSU, he said. 

The game will be at 2 p.m. this 
Saturday at Michigan State 
University in East Lansing. 

Although the game is a great 
experience for the players, it can 


also be very special for the 
coaches. 

“There’s no question about it,’ 
said Carter. “This will be one of 
the biggest highlights of my 
career.”

Brantford, Ontario has Wayne 
Gretzky. Cranbrook, British 
Columbia has Steve Yzerman. 
Floral, Saskatchewan has Gordie 
Howe and Westland has Mike 
Modano. 

Modano - team captain for the 
Dallas Stars, a hockey Olympian 
and Stanley Cup champion - 
came home to an enthusiastic 
crowd Sunday at the newly- 
renamed Mike Modano Ice 
Arena. 

“This is a great honor and I’m 
thrilled to be here,” said Modano. 
“I didn’t expect all this today. I’ve 
received such a warm and wel¬ 
come response.” Plus, Modano 
joked, “It’s nice to come back and 
not be booed for one day in 
Detroit” 

Modano, 33, was raised in 
Westland along with his two sis¬ 
ters. His parents, Michael and 
Karen Modano, still live there. 

“I’m pleased as punch,” said 
his beaming mother. “I’m so 
thrilled that everything turned 
out this way.” 

Modano started skating at age 
7, and it was evident very early 
that Modano had talent and abili¬ 
ty, according to Bob Libby, 
Modano’s travel hockey coach 
from age 9 to about 13. “He was 
not the tallest kid on the team,” 


skating and stick handling skills. 
He was very competitive, even at 
that age.” 

After skyrocketing to the fore¬ 
front of the local hockey scene, 
Modano left home at age 16 to 
join the Prince Albert Raiders in 
Saskatchewan, Canada. He was 
selected as a first-round draft 
pick by the Minnesota North 
Stars in 1988 at age 18, and 
remained with the team when 
they moved to Dallas to become 
the Dallas Stars. 

He was recently named cap¬ 
tain of the team and leads the 
franchise in goals, assists, points 
and games played. He is only the 
fifth American-born player to 
score more than 1,000 NHL 
points. 

Modano is a seven-time selec¬ 
tion for the NHL All-Star Game, 
a Stanley Cup-Champion, a two- 
time member of the USA 
Olympic Squad and a member of 
the World Cup Champion Team 
USA 

“I am extremely proud and 
excited to be here with a home¬ 
town great,” said Westland Mayor 
Sandra Cicirelli. 

In addition to his lengthy 
hockey accomplishments, 
Modano started the Mike 
Modano Foundation in the sum¬ 
mer of 2000 to help abused chil¬ 
dren in Texas. 


The renaming ceremony 
capped off a year of work for 
Cicirelli, Councilman William 
Wild and Parks and Recreation 
Director Bob Kosowski. What 
started as a simple idea to honor 
Modano “just ballooned,” accord¬ 
ing to Wild. 

City council members, figure 
skating and hockey groups, and 
old coaches and teammates of 
Modano’s attended the red-car- 
pet ceremony. 

“It’s great to see so many 
familiar faces,” said Modano. 

Cicirelli presented Modano 
with a key to the city. Modano 


also received a hockey jersey 
from the Hockey Association, 
emblazoned with his favorite 
number nine. 

Three display cases full of 
Modano memorabilia have been 
installed in the front lobby of the 
ice arena Included in the display 
cases are items such as his first 
NHL goal puck, his Franklin 
High School tennis letter, his All- 
Star game jersey and various 
team pictures. 

“This would not have been 
possible without Mr. and Mrs. 
Modano,” said Wild. “They 
opened up their house to us and 


shared stories and memorabilia 
They were so helpful.” 

Many of the young hockey 
players in the audience were 
excited to be so close to an NHL 
team captain and Stanley Cup 
Champion. Most wore the Mike 
Modano T-Shirts given away at 
the door, and waited anxiously 
as autographed cards and sticks 
were given away in a raffle. One 
lucky winner, 9-year-old Phillip 
Miskulin of Garden City, walked 
away with a signed hockey stick. 
“I’m having a good time,” said 
Miskulin. “I’m going to try to be a 
(professional) hockey player.” 




Wape banks on 
fireworks next year

The revenues and expendi¬ 
tures for the annual fireworks 
show have all been tallied and 
finalized, and the City of Wayne 
came out ahead. 

The city collected nearly 
$18,000 in revenue through com¬ 
munity donations and other 
sources and paid out $15,916.75 for 
the 12-minute show that took 
place June 25, according to Jeff 
Rutter, assistant director of the 
parks and recreation department 

That means the city will have 
$2,029.17 to help fund the program 
next year. 

“That’s why the money was 
given to the city,” said City 
Manager John Zech. 

The city didn’t spend any 
municipal funds to pay for the 
show this year. The amount nor¬ 
mally set aside for it - about 
$20,000 - was cut from the budget 
early this year in an attempt to 
reduce expenditures and balance 


the budget However, the amount 
of interest from residents prompt¬ 
ed city officials to organize a com¬ 
munity fund drive to pay for the 
show that way. 

Rutter said that drive resulted 
in a total of $15,690.92 in dona¬ 
tions. Many businesses got 
involved and several schools orga¬ 
nized can and bottle drives as 
their students learned about com¬ 
munity service. 

The city also received $1,375 
from the 11 food vendors that set 
up shop in the community center 
parking lot and $880 from family 
VIP ticket sales. 

The fireworks show itself cost 
$9,435.12, including the costs of 
advertising and supplying porta 
johns; the VIP party cost an addi¬ 
tional $525.25. City staff costs 
amounted to $5,956.38. 

Mayor A1 Haidous said he was 
proud of the way the city respond¬ 
ed through the fund drive. He said 
it was proof that the city was a 
good place to live and work.

house for escaping slaves on 
their way to Detroit,” she said. 

“Underground tunnels used 
in the transporting of slaves 
through the historically known 
Underground Railroad were 
discovered once the home was 
removed from its original site,” 
she explained. 

The party in the park 
offered city residents music 
from a variety of eras from the 
late 1800s to the late 1950s. 
Members of the Historical 
Society also provided a buffet 
and desserts. 

Hosts and hostesses were 
dressed in clothing from the 
1800s and children played 
games from that era to give the 
visitors an authentic feel for 
what it must have been like for 


Romulus residents during that 
time period.

JULY 15, 2003 


Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Treasurer Budd, Trustee Hart, Trustee Herman, 
Trustee Jahr and Trustee Rochowiak. Absent and excused: None. Others in atten¬ 
dance: Planning and Economic Development Director Kelley, Water and Sewer 
Director Duha, Deputy Public Safety Director Smolen, Special Events Coordinator 
Mutch, Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of twenty-one 
( 21 ). 


APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Jahr moved, Hart seconded to approve the revised agen¬ 
da as presented with the following amendments. Under "New Business" adding item 
#6. "Consider approval of the Parks and Recreation Department 2003 summer concert 
series contract w'ith the Southern Great Lakes Symphony and authorize the 
Supervisor and Clerk to execute the contract." and #7. "Consider the Supervisor's rec¬ 
ommendation of designated alternate for the South Huron Valley Utility Authority." 
Carried. 


PUBLIC HEARING: Herman moved, Budd seconded to open the public hearing to 
consider the establishment of a Special Assessment District for street lighting for 
Phase III of the Andover Farms Subdivision. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated this is the first of two public hearings to establish a 
Special Assessment District for street lighting for Phase III of the Andover Farms 
Subdivision, which is located south off of Tyler Road and west of Haggerty Road. 
This is the third and last Special Assessment District for the purpose of installing 
street lighting in this development. This is an option available to all residential devel¬ 
opments in the township where DTE Energy will install and maintain overhead street 
lighting including the replacement of light bulbs and fixtures. The developer has paid 
the initial capital outlay to the Township in the amount of $16,316. If the Special 
Assessment District is approved at the next Board Meeting the Township would 
authorize the installation of twenty-three streetlights and the initial annual cost to 
each home in Phase III will be $64.38 and will be added to the property tax bill as a 
Special Assessment. The street light fixtures are identical to the fixtures in Phases I 
and II. 


Supervisor King stated this the same program that has been done in other develop¬ 
ments throughout the township. This program would provide twenty-three to be 
spread out over one hundred lots in Phase III of the Andover Farms Development. 


Comments and questions from the Board members as follows: The DTE Energy let¬ 
ter dated July 30, 2002 states "The price quoted herein shall be in effect for a period 
of six months from the date hereof' is the price still the same? Director Kelley stated 
DTE Energy still agreed to the terms of the July 30, 2002 letter. Does an engineer for 
DTE Energy go out to the site to determine where the streetlights are to be placed? 
Director Kelley stated an every third lot is used to determine the amount of street¬ 
lights and can be modified as needed. DTE Energy does make sure there is enough 
light being thrown onto the street, with a little bit of light on the sidewalk and the 
intent is not to light the home. When DTE Energy invoices the Township the 
Treasurer's Office will use the amount billed to spread the Special Assessment to the 
Tax Roll. 


Comments and questions from the audience as follows: Why is the Special 
Assessment for street lighting amount different for Phase III, than for Phases I and II 
where each home pays $80. for street lighting? Director Kelley stated DTE Energy 
determines the amount and he will contact DTE Energy for an answer. Could the 
entire subdivision with all 216 lots be combined and the Special Assessment District 
be divided equally among all the homes in the three phases of the development? 
Director Kelley stated he would check with DTE Energy to see if this would be possi¬ 
ble. There is a total of 116 homes in Phases I and II with approximately 26 street 
lights. When will the project begin? Director Kelley stated DTE Energy has changed 
the engineer for the project and no start date has been set. 


Supervisor King requested Director Kelley to contact DTE Energy for the information 
requested and provide this information to the residents and the Board. 


A resident questioned the cost of Phase III Special Assessment, stating Phase III has 
more homes with fewer streetlights. Supervisor King stated DTE Energy calculates 
the cost for the Special Assessment and Director Kelley will contact DTE Energy for 
an explanation. Supervisor King further stated this is the first of two public hearing 
and the second public hearing will take place at the August 5, 2003 Board Meeting 
and hopefully these questions will be answered at that time. 


There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 


Hart moved, Payne seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 


Jahr moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the public hearing to consider the estab¬ 
lishment of a Special Assessment District for street lighting for Belle Pointe Estates 
Site Condominium Development. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing and went to Director Kelley for an expla¬ 
nation. Director Kelley stated this is the same DTE Energy street lighting program as 
the prior public hearing. Belle Pointe Estates is a 100 unit single-family residential 
development located on the northeast corner of the intersection of Ecorse and 
Belleville Roads. The new developer has delivered a check for the initial capital out¬ 
lay in the amount of $16,614. to the Township. This is the first of two public hearings 
to establish the Special Assessment District for street lighting. 


Supervisor King stated this Special Assessment District is for twenty-two streetlights 
spread over 100 units with an anticipated yearly cost per unit in the amount of $56.71. 


There were no comments from the Board or the audience. 


There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 


Hart moved, Herman seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 


Payne moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the public hearing to consider the estab¬ 
lishment of a Special Assessment District for street lighting for the Village Place 
Estates Site Condominium Development. Carried. 


Supervisor King opened the public hearing stating Village Place Estates Site 
Condominium Development is made up of 39 single-family homes. The proposal 
from DTE Energy is to install eleven streetlights. The initial capital outlay is in the 
amount of $5,807.89, with a cost per year for each lot in the amount of $76.11. The 
street light style for all three of the developments is a colonial style. Again, this is the 
first of two pubic hearing and the second public hearing will take place on August 5, 
2003. 


Director Kelley stated the developer has agreed to pay the initial capital outlay cost. 
This program is identical street lighting program discussed at the two prior public 
hearings tonight. 


Treasurer Budd clarified there will be eleven street lighting posts and fixtures. 


Comments and questions from the audience as follows: Does the Township have a 
drawing of the street lighting fixture and layout for the plan? Director Kelley stated 
yes both are available in the Department of Developmental Services. Will DTE 
Energy restore damage to the yards after the street lighting project is completed? 
Director Kelley stated yes DTE Energy would restoration to the yards. Does the 
Township have a zoning ordinance for street lighting? Director Kelley stated yes it is 
part of the zoning ordinance for developments. There is light pollution from an 
industrial development east of the subdivision and there is concern about creating 
more light pollution. Director Kelley stated the industrial development is being 
reviewed currently to possibly reduce the light pollution and the street lighting intent 
is to light the street. Will there be an opportunity for the residents to discuss the 
placement and number of lights?

Legislation that would clear 
the City of Belleville of $1.5 mil¬ 
lion in overdrawn school taxes is 
finally headed for the governor’s 
desk.

into a final design contract when 
Proposal A went into effect in 
19911 

“We’re beginning to see the 


light at the end of the tunnel,” said 
State Rep.

“With the governor’s signature, 
Belleville officials will finally see 
closure on a technical disagree¬ 
ment that is costing the city addi¬ 
tional revenue.”

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$7.25 million allocated to 
fight Emerald Ash Borer

With millions of ash trees affected or killed by 
the Emerald Ash Borer beetle infestation, federal 
funding has been sought to help prevent further 
devastation to the ash tree population in Michigan. 

In April, state Rep. Phil LaJoy (R - Canton) 
called on the U.S. Congress to provide financial 
assistance to help combat the Emerald Ash Borer, 
which has greatly affected western Wayne County. 
With strong bipartisan support, the state House of

Representatives approved LaJoy’s resolution and 
sent it to Congress. 

LaJoy announced last week that a total of $7.25 
million in federal funding will be allocated to help 
with the infestation in southeastern Michigan. 
Members of the state House unanimously approved 
the Department of Agricultural conference commit¬ 
tee report July 17. 

A portion of the allocation will fund more than 
100 staff members in southeast Michigan to help 


control the exotic species of beetle, according to 
LaJoy. 

“The funding will help provide a strong line of 
defense to help stop the infestation and prevent 
total catastrophic loss of our ash trees,” he said. 

“If the Dutch elm disease devastation in the ‘30s 
taught us one thing, it’s that we can’t ignore the 
problem.” 

In the summer of 2002, the ash borer was identi¬ 
fied in the Wayne, Macomb, Oakland, Washtenaw, 
Livingston and Monroe counties, according to 
LaJoy. 

It has already killed 5 million trees in the six- 
county area. Michigan has about one billion ash 
trees and the infestation has the potential to affect 
the forest ecology, decrease prop¬ 
erty values and cut production of 
an important and versatile lum¬ 
ber resource, LaJoy said. 

“Although the ash borer is 
slowly creeping out of southeast¬ 
ern Michigan, we can’t give up 
the fight,” he said. 

“There are still many ash 
trees in western Wayne County 
that can be saved. They still pro¬ 
vide shade and a sense of place 
for our neighborhoods, and are 
an important part of our commu¬ 
nity” 

The Department of Natural 
Resources will also use an addi¬ 
tional portion of the federal fund¬ 
ing to preserve state lands and 
protect the Michigan forest popu¬ 
lation, he said. 

The appropriation is now 
headed to the governor’s desk for 
approval.

A common-sense solution

If all goes as expected, City of Belleville officials will breathe a col¬ 
lective sigh of relief soon as the burden of a $1.5 million tax debt is lift¬ 
ed. 

If Gov. Jennifer Granholm signs a bill which has been approved in 
both the State House of Representatives and Senate, the State 
Department of Treasury will no longer have any basis to attempt to 
collect taxes, penalties and interest from the Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA). Not that there was any basis for the 
state to ever pursue the claim, which seemed baseless to many 
observers, us included, from the beginning. 

Apparently our opinion was shared by State Rep. Phil LaJoy (R- 
Canton) and State Sen. Brace Patterson (R-Canton) who took it upon 
themselves to fight this battle for Belleville. 

The bill the pair of legislators introduced and supported effectively 
ends the dispute by defining the protected obligations of the city 
before or during the implementation of Proposal A Simply put, the 
bill defines the city actions as legal and conforming to the guidelines 
for DDA capture of tax funds at the time of the action the state has 
called into question. It validates the DDA financial arrangements 
with the builders of the Crosswinds project at the time of the contract 

We think this is a good idea While the need for funding at the state 
level is pressing, no such need justifies the far-reaching and convolut¬ 
ed logic implemented in the attempts to collect funds from Belleville 
and 14 other communities. 

The state effectively enacted new legislation and rales and then 
went back 10 years to enforce them. That doesn’t seem appropriate or 
fair 

Belleville and other communities have proven they complied with 
the rales in effect at the time of the tax capture—rules enacted follow¬ 
ing that time should not be enforced retroactively. That simply makes 
no sense. 

This is sort of like the city putting up a stop sign at a comer and 
then going back to ticket everyone who didn’t stop there for the past 
10 years. Then suing for the fines, interest and penalties for non-com¬ 
pliance. 

We laud both LaJoy and Patterson for bringing some level of com¬ 
mon sense and equity to the halls of the state legislature. 

They deserve praise and credit for their ability to see through the 
bureaucracy and nonsense in Lansing to the reasonable actions nec¬ 
essary in this situation. 

But we cannot help but wonder, who in the State Department of 
Treasury thought this up, why was it ever pursued at taxpayer 
expense—and why do these people still work there?

Elizabeth told me at the corral. 

“They said lymphoma,” Elizabeth explained. 
“And, it was in stage four, of a five stage cancer.” 

Hoping, praying, the Pelkeys began searching for 
a bone marrow donor Amazingly, seven donors who 
could save this little girl’s life were found and all 
volunteered to do so. But, some of us don’t always 
keep our word. 

Incredibly, all seven donors changed their minds 
and backed out It was as if the world was against 
Elizabeth, a strong spirited child who couldn’t give 
up. 

She stayed very faithful, prayed hard and told 
her mother, “God told me it’s gonna take a long 
time, but I will be well,” 

But Elizabeth was fading fast Her doctor, Sam 
Lew, signed her up with Make a Wish Fbundation, a 
group that, when possible, grants a child’s wish 
when they are seriously ill. 

Horses were Elizabeth’s love and that was her 
wish: a trip to a real ranch. Russell True—how’s 
that for a great western name?—one of the family 
members who owns and operates the White

A plan to renovate the Northville 
Community Center into an expanded senior 
services center is right on track, according to 
Northville officials. 

A groundbreaking ceremony has tentative¬ 
ly been set for Sept 12 at the site, which is on 
Main Street next to Northville City Hall, 
according to Northville Township Trustee 
MarvGans. 

Officials hope the project will be complete 
by July 4, 2004 so a dedication ceremony can 
take place then, when the town is already 
filled with people from the annual Fourth of 
July parade. 

Traci Sincock, Northville parks and recre¬ 
ation director, said she and the project archi¬ 
tects walked through the facility about two 
weeks ago. 

“They’re still working on some of the engi¬ 
neering designs,” she said. 

The plan is to expand the center and make 
it more user friendly, according to Sincock. 

The expansion includes four additional 
meeting or activity rooms and two multipur¬ 
pose rooms on either end of the northern side 
of the building Those rooms could be opened 
up into single, larger rooms, according to 


George Kacan, an architect on the project 
More office space is included in the plan as is 
a laige, open lobby area split by a cen¬ 
tral fireplace. 

The electrical work and the heating 
and air conditioning systems will be 
overhauled during the project and the 
entire facility will meet handicapped 
accessible codes, he said. 

Sincock said the proposal would 
probably be the focus of a city planning 
commission meeting next month. She 
anticipated going out for bonds on the 


$2.8 million project in September 

The building will replace the current 1,100 
square foot senior center on Cady Street, 
which seniors say is no longer adequate for 
their uses. In fact there is no elevator and 
some of the regular users have difficulty navi¬ 
gating the steps there. 

That structure may find new life as a teen 
center, where school-aged children can go 
after school to relax, work on homework or 
simply socialize. The Youth Advisory Council, 
an offshoot of the Northville Community 
Foundation, is working to make that happen 
The senior center will mark the third 
definitive use for the Community Center. It is 
still owned by the Northville Public School 
District, which leased it to the parks and 
recreation department

A word of caution: readers breathlessly 
awaiting the next installment of the Left 
Behind series or say, Jan Karon’s next work, 
best skip The DaVinci Code. 

Reading Dan Brown’s foray into the con¬ 
joined worlds of art and religious history 
will only cause extreme agitation, confusion 
and genuine distress. 

OK, that said, here’s a little quiz: 

Why is the Mona Lisa smiling? 

What is a circlice? 

Who or what is Phi? 

What is the most significant aspect of 
DaVinci’s painting of The Last Supper ? 

Intrigued? Brown is counting on the 
intellectual curiosity and omnipresent 
search for entertainment of readers to keep 
The DaVinci Code on the best-seller lists. 

And it’s working. 

Brown first attracted the attention of 
readers with Angels & Demons —an educa¬ 
tional and exciting, albeit complicated, fast- 
paced tale of the conflict between religion 
and science. In that novel he included a 
complete and fascinating history of the 
Illuminati—an anti-church group led by 
Galileo, among other recognizable names in 
history. 

Readers first met Harvard symbologist 
Robert Langdon in that tale of religious 
intrigue and historic mysteries. 


This time, Brown’s story line is faster, 
construction a bit more linear, and his plot 
superbly paced. His villains’ treachery 
has escalated and the fascinating little 
known facts of doubtful value that fill the 
pages are, well, fascinating. 

These factual revelations, however, 
will only cause extreme agitation in 
those who depend on organized religion 
to guide their lives and who would never 
dare to question any teachings of their 
faith, whatever those might be. 

No, this is a book for those who 
hunger for knowledge and insight and 
who enjoy a bit of an intellectual chal¬ 
lenge. While readers may not agree 
with the history lessons and provoca¬ 
tive religious background that fills the 
pages, they will keep those pages turn¬ 
ing far into the night 

Brown has authored a terrific yam 
of murder, betrayal, faith and adven¬ 
ture. The hero, Langdon, explains 
exactly why the Mona Lisa smiles— 
and you don’t want to miss this exer¬ 
cise in legend, myth, history and sci¬ 
ence. It’s a doozie, in anybody’s, er, 
book. As for the circlice, well, one 
would have to be a follower of Opus

Dei, a deeply devout and controversial 
Catholic sect to answer that one — Phi is a 
wonderful mathematical formula with 
which all readers will subsequently be 
able to delight their geeky friends — not Pi, 
but Phi. (If you plan on using this for a 
parlor trick, stay sober, nobody can do it 
drunk.) And the most significant aspect of 
DaVinci’s painting of The Last Supper ? If 
you look very closely, there is an extra 
arm, pointing right at . .well, perhaps that’s 
a secret Brown best reveal. 

The plot could 
easily have been 
reduced to a mun¬ 
dane effort — man 
and beautiful 
young woman 
thrown into a 
search for the Holy 
Grail. But when 
Brown takes this 
on, it’s like no 
other such quest,

While the police apparently think our 
reluctant here killed the museum curator, 
the heroine knows better The two of them 
escape the clutches of the Paris police and 
embark on a wild quest to locate whatever 
it is her grandfather has left for her, which 
may or may not be 
The Holy Grail. 

The history of 
the church, the arts, 
symbolism in art 
and religion, sci¬ 
ence and even 
Disney cartoons 
provide only part of 
the amazing narra¬ 
tive of deceit and 
adventure as peo¬ 
ple are murdered, 
tortured, betrayed 
and outwitted, in 
the name of reli¬ 
gious fervor or personal gain. 

Brown has created a top-notch thriller, 
fast paced, tightly plotted and ingeniously 
conceived (no pun intended), and an eye- 
opener regarding symbols we all see every 
day and what they really meant and still 
signify.

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Policy changes OK’d by 
Van Buran school board

Federal requirements for educational 
reform are beginning to affect local 
schools. 

The Van Buren Public School Board of 
Education approved last week five policy 
revisions to include requirements of the 
No Child Left Behind Act (NCLB), the fed¬ 
eral initiative to improve public schools. 

The policies reflect requirements for 
sex education, staff conduct teacher qual¬ 
ifications and student discipline. 

Board Member Robert Binert, who 
worked with Board Member Martha Toth 
on the revisions, said the changes in the 
policies are only minor compared to the 
requirements of the NCLB initiative. More 
changes are to come, he said. 

The policy requires the superintendent 
to inform the staff of federal requirements 
regarding sex education, including ‘the 
prohibitions and restrictions concerning 
distribution of contraceptives or materials 
that encourage sexual activities.” The dis¬ 
trict will also comply with federal guide¬ 
lines regarding “age appropriate sex edu¬ 
cation,” according to the policy. Ibth said 
the district already had these guidelines 
in place before the policy revisioa 

The board revised the Title One policy 
compliance to include federal laws 
regarding teacher qualifications. Toth said 
parents and guardians have the right to 
know the professional qualifications of 
their child’s teachers and paraprofession- 
als. This ensures that minority students 


will not have less qualified instructors, she 
said. 

The NCLB act also requires teachers to 
know the extent of their liability. The 
board policy provides that teachers to be 
informed of their rights and responsibili¬ 
ties under law regarding the actions they 
may take to maintain order in the class¬ 
room. Teachers will be trained in appro¬ 
priate discipline, and the superintendent 
is required to develop the rules under 
which parents are to be notified of disci¬ 
plinary actions takea 

The policy also includes a dangerous 
weapons policy. Both staff and students 
must not “possess, transport or transmit a 
dangerous weapon on school distinct prop¬ 
erty” or property or a motor vehicle used 
for a district-related purpose. Piior per¬ 
mission must be granted by the superin¬ 
tendent in order to possess a weapon, or 
the person must be a police officer. 
Violators of the policy will face severe dis¬ 
cipline, up to and including discharge. 

Toth said the district already had a 
weapons policy in place for students, but 
the new policy includes district staff. 

Programs for students with limited 
English proficiency are now required to 
“have the primary goal of mainstreaming 
those students into regular classrooms, 
and that those programs emphasize 
English language instruction ” according 
to another revised policy. 

Superintendent of Schools Larry Tabor 
said an additional requirement of the No 
Quid Left Behind initiative is for schools 
to release students' telephone numbers to

Every resident can help his or her 
municipality save money on garbage collec¬ 
tion, according to Steven 
Aynes, executive director 
of the Central Wayne 
County Sanitation 
Authority (CWCSA). 

It may only take 10 
minutes a week, he said, 
and it's a matter of taking 
advantage of a program 
that will ultimately help 
the environment: backyard composting. 

Aynes visited the Wayne City Council 
last week on a promotional trip for ‘The 
Earth Machine,’ an easy-to-use backyard 
compost bin that the CWCSA said will help 
reduce the amount of garbage collected in 
the city. 

‘Tm beginning to feel like a salesperson 
for this particular unit,” he joked. “But the 
sanitation authority doesn’t make any 
mon^ off this.” 

The machine is made entirely of recy¬ 
cled products. About 3 feet tall, it fits in any 
car, but the 80-gallon capacity will serve a 
family of five, Aynes said. 

He said it could reduce the amount of 
garbage a family puts by the curb every 
week by as much as 30 percent It can also 
help reduce water bills for gardening. 

Residents simply put compostable mate¬ 
rials in the machine - like grass clippings, 


leaves, coffee grinds fruit peels or egg 
shells - and give it a couple of spins to gen¬ 
erate a nutrient rich compost that can then 
be spread through gardens, Aynes said. 

“We’re trying to put away anything and 
everything for recycling 
that we can,” he said. 

More recycled materi¬ 
als means less garbage, 
which means that cities 
and townships will have 
to pay less for the collec¬ 
tion of it, Aynes said. 

“It saves you, as a city, 
money,” he told the coun¬ 
cil. “It’s patriotic.” 

He said the Earth Machine is in use in 
more than 3,000 municipal jurisdictions 
across the country. There are more than 2 
million in use. One of the units is on display 
at Wayne City Hall. If residents are interest¬ 
ed in the simple machines, they can pur¬ 
chase them at a discount during a day-long 
sale the CWCSA is coordinating on 
Saturday. 

Aynes said a number of the units would 
be available for $35 at the Kmart stores in 
Westland - at 165 S. Wayne Road - Garden 
City - at 29600 Ford Road - and in 
Dearborn Heights - at 25451 Michigan Ave. 
They can be found in the parking lots from 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m., he said. They normally 
retail for $80. 

“Residents can get a high quality unit 
for very little cost, and the manufacturer 
still gets his price,” he said.
